ties, to be named Beckham, in hon- 
or of the Govenor, with the county 
V -scat at Fordsviile. 

The citizens of Fordsviile are very 
desirous of living in the capital of a 
county, and the project to establish 
u county with Fordsvslle&sthe coun- 
ty seat has been agitated for thirty 
years or more. 

Judge N. McC. Mercer a well 
tVnuwn Democrat politician, has Iteen 
employed to take care of the legal 
phases of the matter, and R. H. 
Young, County Surveyor of Jeffer- 
son county, and a nephew of Col. 
Bennett H. Young, has l>een secured 
to survey the boundary lines. 

This is no easy matter to do, on ac- 
count of the Constitution, which 
prohibits the creation of a county of 
Jess than 400 square miles, or which 
-*would reduce anyof the counties from

During the summer months from 
May to August the big sea turtles lay 
their eggs on the beach. They come 
possibly hundreds of miles, and If tin- 
dlsturlssl will laud within n few yards 
of the same place year after year. 
They crawl up the beach In the night 
and make their nest iu the sand Just 
above high water mark. I have watch- 
ed them from behind a sandhill hut a 
few feet uwny. 

They dig the hole with their hind 
flippers, and after covering it over, 
first tilling it with eggs, they will go a 
few fi-et and make another place, I nl- 
ways thought as a blind, for one looks 
Just like the other. They lay each 
month, usually during the high tides of 
that mouth, beginning In May mid 
ending In August, from !*• to 1 S.T eggs. 

During the summer I found mid 
brought Into camp k’. 7.*5 eggs. 1 put 
some lu the sand near our camp, mid 
III twenty-seven day* the tap eggs 
batched, the rest lu tlim* days more. 
The little turtles would dig out. raise 
their little head* mid sniff the air a 
moment, tlieu start for the river, inn 
yards away. It was always a mys- 
tery to me how a turtle could Anil tile 
same place ou the shore when a short 
distance out ut sea It all looks alike- 
just sandy ridges, with scrub palmetto 
and coarse grata.— Forest and Stream.

TREMENDOUR EFFECTS 



Voted For President Before She 
Was Admitted Into 
the Union. 



Will Result From Investigations 
in Life Insurance 
Companies. 



( Hartford Cournot. 1 

Monday was the eighty-ninth an- 
niversary of Indiana's admission to 
the Union, and the occasion recalls 
the fact that Indiana has the unique 
distinction of having voted for Pres- 
ident before it became a member of 
the family of States. In June, 1816, 
Indiana adopted a state constitution, 
but was not admitted to the Union 
until December 11. In the mean- 
time, on November 4, the first Leg- 
islature met at Cordon. Indianians 
have been precocious from the first, 
and the members of this Legislature 
had no thought of letting a little 
matter like the fact that what they 
cal k*i 1 the Stute was not really a 
State interfere with their voting 
for James Monroe and Daniel D. 
Tompkins for Piesident and Vice 
President, respectively. As the In- 
dianapolis News, which tells the 
story, puts it, Indiana politicians 
wanted to get in on the ground 
floor. 

On November 11. exactly a month 
before Indiana was admitted to the 
Union, the legislature adopted a 
joint resolution. “That it was expe- 
dient to provide at this time for the 
election of three Electors to vote for 
President and Vice President of the 
United States of America at the en- 
suing Presidential election. This 
was approved by the Governor, and 
two days later Jesse S. Holman, Gen- 
eral Joseph Bartholomew and Thos. 
H. Blake were chosen Electors by [ 
the I^egislainre, this being the meth- 
od in all the States at thut time. 
While these Electors were chosen 
before the State was admitted, their 
vote was not cast until a few days 
after the admission. Indiana's right 
to vote was disputed when the Na- 
tional House and Senate met to open 
and count the votes, but the new 
State finally won the decision. i

"The effect has been tremendous, 
not only here licit all over the world. 
We nave really dune something to 
awaken the conscience af the Amer- 
i :an people. Entirely apart from 
legislation we have aroused a spirit 
that seems to give hope that the 
American people have come into 
their own. In the future they will 
demand better standards in both our 
financial and political aflairs.” 

Mr. Hugcs paused. 

"I do not want t«> appear oracu- 
lar. and I would prefer others to 
s|ieuk,’’ he added, "but I may say 1 
have been impresssed with the let- 
ters that are pouring in from all 
over the Union. They all show that 
the American people demand that 
corporate business hereafter be con- 
ducted squarely and with a clean 
balance sheet .

01 Money Orders Will Soon 
Be a Bygone Oc- 
cupation. 



Wedding: Customs and Froltcs 
That Prevail in Hol- 
land. 



In Use For Over 30 Years, 



The Government has hit upon a 
scheme to reduce to a minimum the 
raising of money orders and if busi- 
ness people generally exercise mere- 
ly ordinary precaution there is no j 
reason why they should he cheated , 
out of very much in cashing money j 
orders for strangers in the future. 
The idea lies in a new form of money 
order a hatch of which was for the 
first time put into use in the local 
postoffice recently. The maximum ' 
limit of a money order is as always 
$1(10. In the past if an order for 25 
cents were secured an exi>ert could 
raise it to within a few cents of $100 
and have it cashed. From now on 
those who secure money orders will 
notice on the lefthand margin num- 
erals running up to 100. The highest 
mini Imt shown indicates the highest 
amount for which the order may he 
issued. For instance if an order 
is issued originally for $15,50 the 
highest numerals on the lefthand 
margiu will be "20,” indicating that 
even if the order is raised it cannot 
go beyond this and therefore the 
manipulator will only get a very few 
dollors for his trouble. 



In Holland two weeks before a 
marriage takes place cards are sent 
out declaring that the banns have 
been published. This is called an j 
“under marriage.” The card also 
announces when the final marriage 
is to take place. The wedding it- ( 
self is a small affair, and the civil 
marriage is the only one recognized j 
by law. A church wedding is usu- ( 
ally looked upon as a concession to j 
either fashion or sentimentality and j 
is called a “consecration of the mar - ' 
riage." The couple enter the' 
•hurch behind the family members, 
bridesmaids and other attendants, j 
They are shown to seats before the . 
whole assembly, and the clergyman 
comes i» with two witnesses long af- ! 
ter the others have been seated. He j 
first makes a prayer, then delivers a j 
sermon on a suitable text, which 
usually brings the bride to tears. 
After that the couple are married. 
Then a hvmn is sung and the blessing 
given. The whole occupies about 
an hour and a quarter. Before leav- 
' ing the church a huge Bible is pre- 
sented to the bridegroom. During 
the two weeks of waiting between 
1 the “under marriage” and the real 
marriage all the wedding festivities 
take place. The happy couple are 
i literally surfeited with dinner, balls 
and theater parties and all manner 
of practical jokes are played on the 
pair. At the dinner toasts innumer- 
able are given and at each the whole 
company rises from the table to 
sound and touch glasses with the 
bride and groom; who never rise. 
Among their friends the idea is not 
to allow the couple a night of sleep, 

if possible before the wedding day.

WINGLESS BIRDS. 



K-w Zealand Swarmed With Them 
Before Ita Oeenpallon hr Man. 

For ages before Its occupation hy 
mnn New Zealand swarmed with great 
wingless birds, which found there no 
carnivorous euemles, but un ubuudauce 
of vegetable food. The moas uot only 
existed iu vast numbers aud for thou- 
sands of years, but had such diversity 
of form ns to embrace no less thau sev- 
en genera containing twenty-five spe- 
cies, u remarkable fact which Is un- 
paralleled in any other part of the 
world. The commonest kinds iu the 
North island were only from two and 
oue-half to four feet high. Those of the 
South island were mostly from four to 
six feet tall, while the giant forms, 
reaching twelve and thirteen feet, were 
always rare. 

Immense deposits of mon hones have 
been found iu localities to which they 
appear to have beeu washed from the 
hills in tertiary times. Skeletons ou 
the surface of the ground, with skin 
ami ligaments still attached, have giv- 
en the impression that these birds have 
beeu exterminated iu very recent years, 
but other facts point to a different con- 
clusion. Tradition seems to show, ac- 
cording to F. M. Hutton, thut the mou 
became extinct lu the North island soon 
after the arrival of Maoris lu New Zea- 
land— that Is, uot less than 400 to 300 
years ago. and In the South island 
about 100 years later. 

The fresh appearing skin and liga- 
ments are supposed to have been pre- 
served by unusually favorable condi- 
tions.

The inhabitant* of aucieut Egypt are 
believed to have been the first people 
to attempt to domesticate the wild spe- 
cies of felinae now represented by the 
common house cat. This belief Is based 
upon the fact that sculptured repre- 
sentation* of sueb animals are found 
upon their monuments of the year 
2000 B. C., more thau 1,200 years be- 
fore they appear on European monu- 
ments. An Egyptian tomb of the year 
1300 B. C. Is the first to show a sculp- 
tured representation of the cat as a 
domesticated auirnal, those of the 
greater age first mentioned probably 
representing the creature In Its wild 
state. In the relief sketch of the date 
last mentioned, 1300 B. C., It Is unmis- 
takably a pet, being shown as seated 
beneath n ebalr. The Egyptians of 
that age mummified dead eats just a* 
they did liuuiau beings aud In many 
instances entombed hundreds of thou- 
sands of them in a single pyramid or 
pit. Bubastis was the Egyptlau cat 
goddess and was always represented 
a* having a cat's head. Among that 
queer people puss was regarded as un 
emblem of the sun, its eyes being sup- 
posed to vary lu color aud In the size 
of their pupils with the progress of 
that luminary across the heavens.
